Commission. 
Some of the council- 
men were in fav o r of drafting a more 
drastic resolution, but were governed 
by the spirit of fairness in view of 
the fact that the Interstate Company 
is already operating 
a 
plant here 
and framed a resolution that met with 
the approval of the five councilmen 
present. 
Ahlbrand and Ley were 
absent. 
The meeting was called 
late in the afternoon. 
The members of the light commit­ 
tee of the Commercial organization 
were present at the session and out­ 
lined the plans in mind. 
It was s ta t­ 
ed th at already sufficient capital had 
been subscribed to finance the new 
company and that enough contracts 
had been signed to insure the su c­ 
cess of the undertaking.

Petition For Big Drainage 
Canal is Entered on Docket 


IRISH LEADERS WITHDRAW 


OPPOSITION TO MEASURE 


A petition asking for the construc­ 


tion of an extensive drainage canal 
affecting thousands of acres in J a c k ­ 
son, Scott and W ashington counties, 


was docketed in the Jackson circuit 
court Monday afternoon. 
The peti­ 
tion is signed by landowners in the 
three counties who believe their farm s 
will be enhanced in value by the con­ 
struction of the ditch. 
The specifi­ 
cations for the canal are about the 
same as those filed fo r other projects 
of this character. 
Much of the land 
in the territory of the proposed ditqh 
is not tillable because of the overflow 
of the M uscatatuck or the crops arc 
not certain in seasons when high w a­ 
ter is likely to occur. 
The proposed canal has been talk­ 
ed of for several years, but it was not 
until recently that the petition was 
prepared. 
It bears the names of 
some of the biggest landowners in the 
three counties. 
•The petition provides th at the can ­ 
al shall be twenty-five miles long, 
twelve and a quarter miles in Scott 
county, fiv’e and one-half miles 
in 


Jackson and seven miles in W ashing­ 
ton county. 
The ditch will begin near 
Scottsburg in Scott county and will 
terminate about a mile and a half 
. west of the Millport bridge, on the 
Jackson 
and 
W ashington 
county 
boundary line. It will afford a wider 
outlet for the M uscatatuck river at 
Millport and will practically mean a 
new channel for part of the river. 
Trouble is frequently encountered at 
Millport by overflows as the channel 
is too narrow there. 
Laterals will be constructed from 
several points to the main ditch. 
It 
is necessary that 
the petition 
be 
heard in court before the contract is 
awarded. 
The cost of the improve­ 
ment will be assessed to the land­ 
owners and payable in installments 
covering a period of years. 
During the last ten years thousands 
of acres of lowlands have been drain­ 
ed and converted into valuable fa rm ­ 
ing land upon which the owners can 
depend for large and profitable crops. 
The aggregate cost of the drainage 
projects in that period is thousands 
of dollars.

ran up the white flag and stopped.

The submarine then opened fire and 
hit the steam er which again stopped 
and began lowering her boats. 
“The submarine then stopped firing 
and upon approaching found th at the 
boats were pulling away, paying no 
heed to persons swimming in the w a­ 
ter, but heading for the coast.

submarine commander rushed on the 
boat containing the Porto Said c a p ­ 
tain and threatened to shoot him if 
he did not put out and save the per- 
sons.

Head of U. S. Army Tells House Com­ 
mittee 
Compulsory Drill 
For All 
Citizens From 18 to 21 Is Solution 


For Nation’s Defense. 


Washington. 
.Ian. 
11.— Universal 
military service in some form in the 
United States, possibly the require­ 
ment that all men between 18 and 21 
be given at least six months training, 
as a substitute for the volunteer sys­ 
tem was discussed before the house 
military committee by Major General 
Scott, chief of staff of the army. 
General Scott told the committee 
that the United States would need an 
army of nearly two million men in 
the event of war. 
It developed dur­ 
ing the hearing that there are more 
than four million men in the country 
between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-one 
and 
that. 
700,000 
more 
reach the age of eighteen annually. 
Short of a universal requirement. 
General Scott thought the administra­ 
tion's continental army plan offered 
the most workable solution of the na­ 
tion’s military problems. 
If the plan 
failed, he said, there was no escape 
from compulsory service. 
Every country in Europe, he added, 
realized the truth of this, and England 
might better have realized it sooner. 
W ith military service imposed on men 
between eighteen and twenty-one as 
a patriotic duty with nominal pay, he 
thought it would cost the nation no 
more for an adequote force than to 
maintain its present establishment. 
General Scott’s statement that the 
country’ would need an army of near­ 
ly two million in event of war, was 
questioned 
by 
Representative 
An­ 
thony, who asked if it would not be a 
physical Impossibility for any power 
to land 500,000 men In the United 
States in a period short of sixty days. 
Citing a table prepared by the war 
college division of the general staff, 
General Scott said Austria-Hungary 
had the ships and men to send a 
force of 72,000 In' a first expedition 
and 108,000 in a second within sixty 
days. 
“ What would become of the 72,- 
000?” Representative Anthony asked. 
The general said that if they were 
well established, with adequate big 
guns, they would be hard to dislodge 
before reinforcements arrived. 
General Scott disclosed that the 
war department had prepared esti­ 
mates for six big mobile coast defense 
guns of caliber probably greater than 
12 inches, to be fired from railroad 
cars or hauled on their own carriages 
by motor trucks. 
The committee will resume its hear­ 
ings next Wednesday with Major Gen­ 
eral BliRS, assistant chief of staff, 
on the stand.

Wilson let it be known that he will 
not nominate a negro as recorder of 
deeds of the District of Columbia. 
That office, which has been filled by 
a negro for many years, has been va­ 
cant for eighteen months and the Na­ 
tional Negro Democratic league, head­ 
ed by Bishop Walters, of the Third 
district of the A. M. E. church, has 
urged the appointment of a negro.

OLD PLANTS ABE REOPENED 


Tonnage of 761,511, Now Being Con­ 
structed, Greater Than That of Any 
Previous Year— All of the Factories 
Have Work Ahead That Will Keep 
Them Busy For Months. 


Shipbuilding plants in the United 
Htates are working to their full ca 
purity, but can increase tbeir output 
from 15 to <>:> per cent within a year, 
according P> replies received by the 
New York chamber of commerce from 
thirty or more yards. 
Already the tonnage under order or 
construction is double the aggregate 
tonnage for any year within the last 
t*M). 
The inquiry was made of the ship­ 
building ecmpanics in view of the ef­ 
forts now being made to enlarge the 
mercantile marine under American reg­ 
istry. 
According to one of the most 
prominent shipbuilders, the amount of 
ocean going merchant tonnage now 
building in the United States for Amer­ 
ican 
registry 
has increased 
tenfold 
since Ju ly i. 1914. 
Increase Since July. 
“ Since Ju ly 
1 
of 
the past year 
there lias been a marked increase in 
the construc tion activities in most of 
the large plants in all the leading ship­ 
building districts of the United States,” 
says the statement issued by the cham­ 
ber of commerce. 
“ At one of the lead­ 
ing New England plants they have a 
construction capacity of the value of 
$10.000,000 a year and work on hand 
for fifteen months from Dec. 1. 
“ Of this amount 50 per cent is gov­ 


ernment work, the other 50 per cent 
being merchant tonnage. 
This firm 
could make a very considerable expan­ 
sion If demands justified it. 
Another 
typical New England plant with a ca­ 
pacity of $1,500,000 of output a year 
has twelve months’ work on its books. 
Another New England industry is en­ 
gaged wholly In engine building for 
submarines. 
“ In the Delaware and Chesapeake sec­ 
tions orders are large. Fully a hundred 
craft of various kinds, including a lar­ 
ger proportion of ocean going vessels 
than usual, are being constructed in 
this group of yards. On the Delaware 
eighty-two vessels were being built 
with an aggregate of 383,(MX) tons, val­ 
ued at $58,000,000 and employing not 
less than 20,000 men. 
“ A single plant there, whose mer­ 
chant shipping capacity in recent years 
ranged from 40,000 to 50,000 tons, re­ 
ports its capacity now as 112,000 dead 
weight tons per year. 
“ This plant is capable of turning out 
sixteen vessels of 7,000 tons each per 
year and on Nov. 24 had orders on 
baud for two years. 
“ Another company, with a capacity 
of 45.000 tons, is booked up for eight­ 
een months, working entirely on mer­ 
chant ships. 
A company in this dis­ 
trict which on Ju ly 1 had but one ship 
on its ways now has sixteen under c o n ­ 
struction or ordered. 
“ The capacity of the country to pro 
duce merchant shipping has been in­ 
creased by the reopening of some of 
the older plants. 
“ According to information supplied 
by the secretary of commerce, the ton­ 
nage contracted for up to Dee. 1 aggre­ 
gates 701.511 g ro s s tons. Of this ton­ 
nage thirteen ships are of 10,000 tons 
or more, twenty are from 7,000 to 10,- 
000 tons, thirty-six from 5,000 to 7.000 
tons, ten from 4,<XM) to 5,000 tons and 
nineteen from 3. 000 to 4.000. Of the 
ninety-eight vessels fifty-two were con­ 
tracted for since July i. The total ton­ 
nage, 761.511, is greater than was ever 
built In the shipyards of the United 
States In any single calendar year.”

Record of Deaths at Hand3 of Mobs 
Exceeds That of 1914 by Seventeen. 
Monroe N. Work, head of the depart­ 
ment of records and research of Tus- 
kegee Institute, In his annual report 
shows that during the year 1915 there 
have occurred sixty-nine lynehlngs. 
Of those lynched fifty-five were ne 
groes and fourteen whites. 
This is six 
more negroes and eleven more whites 
than were put to death by mobs in 
1914, when the record was forty-nine 
negroes and three whites. 
Included In 
the record are three women. 
In at 
least four Instances it later developed 
that the persons put to death were in 
noeent of the offenses charged. 
Eighteen, or more than one-fourth of 
the total lynehlngs, occurred In the 
state of Georgia. 
Only eleven—ten negroes and one 
white—or 15 in»r cent of the total, were 
charged with rape. 
Lynehlngs occurred in the following 
states: Alabama, 9; Arkansas. 5 ; Flor 
Ida, 5 ; Georgia, 18; Illinois, 1; Ken­ 
tucky, 5 ; Louisiana, 2; Mississippi, 9:

“ I am convinced that frozen oysters 
will live for a great length of time.’ 
he says. 
“ They will practically be in 
a state of suspended animation and 
can be kept until wanted. 
Then they 
may be gradually thawed back to lift*.” 
Captain Ockers’ Idea Is that during 
suspended animation their condition 
w ill be similar to that of the frog fro 
zen In a cake of Ice. 
Captain Ockers 
believes that oysters can be put Into 
the freezer in April or any other time 
when they are in prime condition a no 
held for a favorable market.

“ There is common ugreemeut among 
those who have studied the subject in­ 
telligently that we should have a force 
in the continental United States of 
500,000 men subject to instant call.” 
Turning to the national guard, Mr , 
Garrison said: 
"A t the present time this force con­ 
sist» of approximately 120,000 men and 
officers, and it would therefore be nec­ 
essary if It Is to be expanded to 400,01)0 
to add 271,0 0 men and officers.”

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UTILITIES AND RATES. 
In a number 
of 
Indiana 
cities 
fights are being waged by consumers 
upon utility companies. 
The com­ 
plaints 
are 
uniformly 
the 
same, 
charring excessive rates and inade­ 
quate service. 
In most ot them the 
emphasis is placed upon the high 
rates. 
The status of utility companies has 
materially changed during the last 
few year-. 
Formerly it was a ques­ 
tion of interesting capital in the con­ 
struction of plants. 
Now' it is a 
question of getting the right kind of 
sendee at reasonable rates. 
A few 
vears ago utility companies took ad­ 
vantage of their position by bonding 
their plants for many times their 
actual value and charging the addi­ 
tional interest to the consumers. T n- 
der the utility laws of this state such 
practice is now prohibited jet it i-s 
followed to a large degree in many 
places. 
Utility companies will continue to 
have trouble until they learn that 
the consumers will not pay interest 
upon money that 
is not invested 
in the plant. 
The trouble w’ith too 
many of the great corporations is 
that they are 
bonding 
companies 
rather than investment 
companies 
and operate utilities not for the reas­ 
onable and just income that is due 
on the actual investment but 
for 
the purpose of selling bonds upon the 
property. 
With thousands of dollars of such 
bonds on the market and the holders 
clamoring for big dividends the com­ 
panies are reluctant about consent­ 
ing to any reduction in rate-. Lower 
rates would mean the depreciation of 
the value of the stock and bonds— 
not that representing the actual value 
of the plants but the so called ‘‘wat­ 
ered ¡-took.” Whenever the operating 
companies wring the w’ater from their 
stock and seek only a reasonable in­ 
terest upon their actual investment 
the rate question will be largely set­ 
tled but until that time the corpor­ 
ations may expect the consumers to 
continue their fight.

Out of the thirty-eight men ques­ 
tioned, eight w’ere against prepared- 
nes- of such a high degree as that 
proposed 
hv 
the 
administration. 
Thirty were for preparedness equal 
to or greater than that proposed by 
the administration, but many differed 
from the program as to the means 
to attain preparedness. 
Editors of the five Indianapolis 
newspapers were interviewed. 
Four 
are for preparedness and one against. 
Richard Smith, managing editor of 
the Indianapolis News believes the 
people of Indiana are for prepared­ 
ness. 
Ernest Bross, managing edi­ 
tor of the Indianapolis Star, said the 
overwhelming sentiment in Indiana is 
for “a larger measure of prepared­ 
ness than the half-way proposals of 
the Wilson administration.” 
George 
Stout, editor of the Indiana Times, 
-aid Indiana people will support a 
plan of adequate preparedness, with 
most of them for a larger measure 
than 
that proposed 
by 
President 
Wilson. 
Horace Burr, the only one 
of the four who, as editor of the In­ 
diana 
Forum, 
is 
pronouncedly 
a 
democrat, is against preparedness 
and 
believes 
Indiana 
democrats 
stand with Bryan for peace. 
Some of the statements follow: 
RICHARD SMITH, Managing edi­ 
tor of the Indianapolis News: I think 
the people of Indiana certainly are 
for preparedness. 
But there is a 
w’ide divergence in the way this term 
is used. 
The United States, how­ 
ever, should be much better prepared 
to defend itself than it nowT is. 
GEORGE W. STOUT, Editor of the 
Indiana Times: Indiana people will 
support a program of adequate pre­ 
paredness. 
Most of them, in my 
opinion, believe the administration’s 
plan is inadequate rather than too 
large. 
Kern possibly is more con­ 
cerned with placating Bryan’s Indi­ 
ana followers than with the Nation’s 
actual needs as outlined hv experts. 
ERNEST BROSS, Managing edi­ 
tor of the Indianapolis Star: I am 
sure that the overwhelming sentiment 
of Indiana’s best brains and char­ 
acter will support a larger measure 
of preparedness than the halfway 
proposals of the Wilson admini>tra- 
tion. 
They believe that the demand 
for an adequate army and navy is not 
the hysterical product of war condi­ 
tions hut an urgent and omnipresent 
necessity which the war has merely 
brought home to citizens hitherto deaf 
and blind to the true obligations of 
intelligent and patriotic statesman- 
ship. 
HORACE JL HERR, Editor of the 
Indiana Forum: Indiana democrats 
are not for preparedness. 
Bryan 
had a big following and his program 
from prohibition to peace is endorsed 
all the way. 
AUGUST TAMM, Editor of German 
Tribune: A strong and efficient navy, 
adequate coast defenses and a line 
of fortresses to protect us from in­ 
vasion across 
the 
Canadian 
and 
Mexican borders should he the limit 
of our preparedness, and I believe 
thi- is all Indiana wants. 
DORIS R. HEAD, Mayor of Prince­ 
ton: I am for preparedness, but just 
to what extent I do not know’. 
This 
nation should be prepared for any­ 
thing. 
This nation should not sit 
idly by unless there is some assur­ 
ance of universal peace. 
JOSEPH COMBS, Judge of the 
Clinton County Circuit Court: The 
proposal to spend a large sum of 
money is developing the army and 
navy is a step in the wrong direction. 


The countries of Europe will be ex­ 
hausted after this war ends. 
DR. D. W. WEAVER, Progressive 
Party Leader in 
Decatur County: 
You can quote me as heartily endors­ 
ing President Wilson’s preparedness 
program. 
JAMES E. MENDENHALL, Mayor 
of Greensburg: It is deplorable, but 
the warlike spirit seems to prevade 
the nations 
of the world. 
I 
am 
heartily in favor of national prepar­ 
edness. 
JOHN H. HELLER, Editor Decat­ 
ur Democrat: I think this thing will 
adjust itself satisfactorily without 
any trouble. 
OLIVER GARD, Mayor of Frank­ 
fort: The people of Indiana generally 
favor preparedness. 
I believe the 
president’s plan is too comprehensive, 
but think the navy especially should 
be prepared for eventualities.

$25,000,000 IN JEWELS 
IMPORTED DURING 1915. 


New Year Finds United States Only 
Market For Gems In the World. 


William B. Treadwell, the govern 
ment’s diamond expert at the apprais­ 
er’s stores, estim ates that imports of 
preeious Rtones during the year will 
reach $25,000,000. 
Owing to the great 
falling 
off 
in 
the 
Importations 
of 
precious stones immediately follow’ing 
the war the figures for 1915 are re­ 
garded as remarkable, and custom s offi­ 
cials are of the opinion that 191G finds 
the United States the only market for 
the sale of precious stones. 
Since under the practice of the treas­ 
ury department practically all precious 
stone imports are entered at the New’ 
York appraiser’s stores, w’here they are 
appraised by recognized experts, the 
port figures are substantially the en­ 
tries of gems for the entire country. 
The figures for the year show’ a gain 
over the total for 1914 of $0,000,000. 
While pearls were brought in in great­ 
er numbers than a year ago, particu­ 
larly medium grade gems, diamonds, 
as usual, predominated in the year’s 
imports. 
Sapphires continued in 1915, 
according to Examiner Tread w’ell, to 
run strong and remain favorites, as 
they have been for the last two years. 
“With 
the 
general demoralization 
that has come to Europe as a result of 
the war and the general economies be­ 
ing practiced in the belligerent coun­ 
tries it may be predicted,” said Mr. 
Treadw’ell, “that the United States wdll 
easily be the leading purchaser of gems 
in 1910. Emeralds always have friends, 
but good stones of this class are hard 
to get. Still the demand has to be met, 
and importers have literally scoured 
the earth to supply their customers 
with the prized stones. 
Rubies show’ a 
falling off this year. 
This decline has 
been in evidence for some years, ow ­ 
ing to the large production of synthetic 
gems of t his kind.”

11.—T hat the Au s­ 
tro-Hu ng arian army, which has been 
falling 
back 
steadily 
before 
the 
sm ashes of the Ru ssian forces on the 
Bessarabian front in Galicia, tem po­ 
rarily is demoralized, as asserted by 
the Petrog rad official statem ent, part­ 
ly is borne ou t by the Hu ng arian 
new spaper Pester Lloyd, which states 
that the losses on both sides so far 
exceed 17 5,000 men. 
Another 
Hu ng arian 
newspaper 
states, on the au thority of a staff re 
port, that the fig hting on this front 
has been the bitterest and bloodiest 
in the history of the war. 
The comparative qu iet that pre­ 
vailed on this front was du e to these 
losses and the reported demoraliza­ 
tion of the Au strians by the Ru ssian 
forces. 
In Champag ne the French have re ­ 
pu lsed fou r German attacks. 
The 
Germans, however, have retained a 
foothold at two places in the French 
advanced trenches. 
In 
Persia, 
British 
reinforcement? 
on their way to the relief of Ku t-ei 
Amara 
have 
met 
Tu rkish 
forces 
which were c o m piled to retire after 
some heavy fig hting . 
The Saló nica front is chiefly notable 
in the day’s dispatches as the scene 
of almost continu ed aeroplane skirm ­ 
ishes, one of which continu ed for two 
hou rs. 
The Germans have thu s far 
lost six aeroplanes in this reg ion. 
Several 
leng fhy 
dispatches 
have 
been received here g iving details of 
the recent operations in eastern Gali­ 
cia, which were so meag erly described 
in the official reports. 
According to 
these dispatches the Ru ssians, after 
artillery preparation 
which showed 
there was not long er any shortag e of 
their big g u n ammu nition, started an 
offensive which cau sed the Au stro- 
Germans to ru sh every available di­ 
vision to Galicia. 
Czernowitz is still in the possession 
of the Au strians and is filled with 
wou nded, bu t the Ru ssians apparent­ 
ly directing their main attack ag ainst 
Sadarg ora, north 
of the 
Bu kowint 
capital, where five important roads 
converg e. 
In th-3 Balkans reports persist that

Monastir preparatory to an attack on 
Saló nica, bu t the interest in the Mace-| 
donia campaig n has become second­ 
ary to the operations of the Au strians 
in Monteneg ro.
